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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Examiner has withdrawn the previous rejection based on applicant's arguments. 
The term "about" has seen accepted usage. In re Ayers 69 USPQ 109 (CCPA 1945); In 
re Erickson 145 USPQ 207 (CCPA 1965). However the term may be indefinite where 
one skilled in the art could not determine the metes and bounds of the values described 
within this term. Amgen Inc. v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd. 18 USPQ 2d 1016 (Fed. 
Cir. 1991). Examiner has withdrawn the previous rejection regarding the term "about" 
because specific beginning and end points are given in the range. 

Examiners Amendment 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Rodney Carroll on 9/6/2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 2, delete "conventional". 

In claim 10, line 1 delete "conventional". 

In claim 11, line 2, delete "with chromium and" and insert - with a calcined 
chromium catalyst -. 

In claim 12, line 2, delete "with chromium and" and insert ~ with a calcined 
chromium catalyst --. 

In claim 22, line 2, delete "with chromium and" and insert -- with a calcined 
chromium catalyst --. 
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Examiner has amended these claims so that no new matter has been introduced 
by the use of the word "conventional". Furthermore the clams have been amended to 
give continuity to the scope of the independent claims by modifying each to state 
calcined chromium catalyst. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended the claims to a catalyst system comprising a calcined 
chromium catalyst and a non-transition metal cyclopentadienyl (Cp) compound (e.g., 
group 1 and 2 metals which excludes groups 3-13 transition metals). Prior art of record 
does not fairly teach or suggest the combination of these two specific compounds. 

Shamshoum, et al. do not disclose a non-transition metal Cp compound and a 
calcined chromium catalyst. Newly cited prior art does not disclose the combination of 
applicant's claimed catalyst system nor does it give motivation to combine to obtain said 
system. US 3152157 discloses the preparation of a group IIIA, IIIB, VB and VIB metal 
cyclopentadienyl compounds via starting materials such as cyclopentadienyl lithium, it 
does not fairly teach or disclose either the precursor or the final product with a calcined 
chromium catalyst as claimed in the instant application. US 5714424 discloses 
transition metal Ziegler Natta catalyst systems and metallocene catalyst systems as 
supported on Cr/Ti/S02 systems but fails to disclose or suggest the combination of 
Cr/Ti/S02 with a non-transition metal cyclopentadienyl composition. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
